ACTS  OF  ASSEMBLY. 


AN  ACT 

To  authorize  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  .to  borrow  money. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia in  General  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  the  city  of  Pitts- Authorized  to 
burgh  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  a sum  borrowmoney 
of  money,  not  exceeding  ten  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars, to  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  improving  and  ex- 
tending the  water  works  of  said  city,  and  for  no  other 
purpose  whatever;  to  be  borrowed  at  such  times 
and  in  such  amounts  as  the  councils  of  said  city 
may  by  ordinance  direct. 

Sec.  2.  ’ That  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  shall  be  and  Authorized  to 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  coupon  ison|s<;oupon 
bonds  for  the  payment  of  any  sums  of  money  which 
may  be  borrowed  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  in  sums 
not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  bearing  interest 
at  a rate  not  more  than  seven  per  cent,  per  annum, 
to  be  executed  in  such  form  and  in  such  manner, 
and  payable  at  such  times,  as  councils  may  by  ordi- 
nance direct : Provided,,  however , That  none  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  sold  for  less  than  the  par  value  sale  of  bonds, 
thereof,  and  no  contract  for  work  or  material  for  the 
extension  of  the  water  works  shall  be  made  paya- 
ble in  bonds,  but  all  such  contracts  shall  be  upon  pSjSSJthore- 
terms  of  payment  in  cash : And  provided  further , in- 
That  all  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  Exempt  from 
be  exempt  from  taxation  for  city,  county  or  state taxation- 
purposes. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  loan  authorized  by  this  act  Loan  hatde> 
shall  be  known  as  the  Water  Extension  Loan  ; and  nominated, 
all  bonds  issued  in  pursuance  hereof  shall  be  kept

Sec.  4.  That  the  councils  of  said  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh shall  annually,  at  the  time  other  appropria- 
mXelppropri-tions  are  made,  appropriate  out  of  the  revenue  from 
men^of intSt  water  rents  a sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  ac- 
fund!°r sin^in*  crued  or  to  accrue  during  the  year  upon  all  out- 
standing bonds,  and  a further  sum  of  not  less  than 
two  per  cent,  of  all  bonds  which  may  have  been 
issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act,  to  be  set  apart  as  a, 
sinking  fund  for  the  extinguishment  of  said  indebt- 
edness.

recefved  in  pay-  may  be  issued  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  be  re- 
rents.  ceived  in  payment  ot  any  water  rents  which  may

Sec.  6.  That  the  controller  of  said  city  shall,  in 
the  month  of  November  of  each  year,  give  public 
controneCritT  n0^ce  f°r  least  ten  days,  by  advertisement  in  the 
eon  ro  er.  newspapers  authorized  to  do  the  city  printing,  of  the 
amount  of  money  in  the  sinking  fund  herein  pro- 
vided, and  that  he  will,  on  the  first  day  of  Decem- 
ber following,  pay  such  bonds  (issued  under  this 
act)  as  may  be  presented,  in  the  order  of  their  pre- 
sentation. If  the  number  of  bonds  presented  shall 
not  be  sufficient  to  exhaust  the  said  fund,  the  bal- 
ance may  be  estimated  in  the  revenue  for  the  next 
ensuing  year,  or  invested  in  such  manner  as  coun- 
cils may  by  ordinance  direct.

To  extend  the  provisions  of  an  act  for  regulating  and  maintain- 
ing line  fences,  and  for  other  purposes,  passed  the  eleventh 
of  March,  A.  D.  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty -two, 
to  school  directors  of  any  district  within  the  city  of  Pitts- 
burgh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same , That  all  the  provisions  of  the 
act,  entitled  “An  Act  for  regulating  and  maintaining 
line  fences,  and  for  other  purposes,”  passed  the 
-eleventh  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  forty-two,  relating  to  township  auditors,  impos- 
ing upon  them  the  duties  of  fence  viewers,  be  and 
the  same  is  hereby  extended  to  any  three  of  the 
school  directors  of  any  district  within  the  limits  of 
the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  upon  whom  the  duties 
therein  required  are  now  imposed.

Creating  a sinking  fund  for  the  extinguishment  of  the  railroad 
compromise  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh, 
and  appointing  a board  of  commissioners  to  take  charge 
thereof,  and  for  other  purposes  connected  therewith. 

Whereas,  Certain  members  of  the  finance  com- 
mittee of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  by  using  their  in- 
dividual funds  and  credit,  saved  and  secured  one  Preamble, 
hundred  and  thirty-three  bonds  of  one  thousand 
dollars  each,  known  as  the  compromise  bonds  of 
the  said  city,  worth  at  their  par  Value  one  hundred 
and  thirty-three  thousand  dollars  : 
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And  whereas , The  said  parties  are  desirous  that 
the  city  of  Pittsburgh  should  have  the  benefit  of 
said  bonds  and  the  interest  accruing  thereon,  for  the 
extinguishment  of  the  bonds  issued  and  to  be  issued 
in  liquidation  of  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  the  city 
to  railroad,  companies,  and  wish  the  same  to  be 
created  into  a sinking  fund  for  that  purpose; 
therefore, 

Section  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  oj  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia in  General  Assembly  met,, and  it  is  hereby  enacted

are  all  used  or  the  compromise  bonds  paid  off. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  fund  or  bonds,  or  the  coupons 
foubt’v£d  fo5  Cached  to  said  bonds,  shall  not  be  used  for  any 
other  objects,  other  object  or  diverted  for  any  other  purpose 
whatever,  nor  be  differently  managed  than  as  set 
forth  and  directed  by  this  act. 

That  in  case  the  councils  of  said  city  of 
Pittsburgh  shall  deem  it  advisable  or  necessary,  for

sonally on  all  persons  who  are  known  to  be  inter- 
ested and  who  reside  within  the  county  of  Allegheny, 
and  to  all  other  persons  by  advertisement  in  the 
daily  newspapers  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh  for  one 
week,  and  in  the  weekly  religious  papers  for  three 
weeks. 

Sec.  6.  If  any  person  who  is  interested  is  owner 
of  a lot,  or  by  being  of  kin  to  the  deceased  who  are 
buried  in  said  ground,  shall  choose  to  remove  the 
bodies  in  which  he  is  interested,  the  said  commis- 
sioners may  fix  by  agreement  the  amount  of  com-

all  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  assembly  to  which 
this  is  a supplement,  and  the  several  acts  supple- 
mentary thereto,  be  and  are  hereby  extended  to  the 
said  school  district  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  as 
hereby  constituted:  Provided , That  section  twenty- 
five  of  aforesaid  act  shall  not  take  effect  within  the 
districts  annexed  to  said  city  by  virtue  of  an  act, 
approved  April  six,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  until  the  first  day  of  June,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight.

AN  ACT 

Supplementary  to  the  acts  incorporating  the  city  of  Pittsburgh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Rouse 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
in  General  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
authority  of  the  same , That  the  officers  of  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  elected  on  the  tenth  day  of  December, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  pur- 
suant to  the  third  section  of  the  act  of  assembly, 
entitled  “A  further  supplement  to  the  acts  incorpo- 
rating the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  so  forth,”  approved 
the  sixth  day  of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  sixty-seven,  shall  hold  their  offices  respectively 
until  the  first  day  of  February,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-nine,  and  until  their  successors 
shall  be  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  qualified  voters  of  said  city  of 
Pittsburgh,  at  all  municipal  and  ward  elections,  shall 
hereafter  vote  by  tickets,  printed  or  written,  or 
partly  printed  and  partly  written,  severally  classified 
as  follows : One  ticket  shall  embrace  the  names  of 
all  city  officers  voted  for,  and  be  labelled  “City ; ” 
one  ticket  shall  embrace  the  names  of  all  candidates 
for  the.  city  councils  voted  for,  and  be  labelled 
“Councils  ;”  and  one  ticket  shall  embrace  the  names 
of  all  school  directors  and  other  ward  officers  voted 
for,  and  labelled  “Ward;  ” and  each  class  of  tickets 
shall  be  deposited  in  a separate  ballot  box;  and  the 
returns  of  votes  for  , city  officers  and  members  of 
councils  shall  be  made  and  counted  in  the  same 
manner  as  heretofore  provided  for  city  elections,  ex- 
cept that  the  same  shall  be  returned  to  the  mayor 
within  three  days  after  said  election,,  and  by  him  de- 
livered to  the  councils  upon  the  day  of  their  organ- 
ization. 

Sec.  3.  Each  ward  shall  be  entitled  to  two  mem- 
bers of  the  select  council  who  shall  be  elected  for 
the  term  of  two  years : Provided  however , That  at 
the  election  to  be  held  in  -October,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  sixty-eight  one  of  the  members 
for  each  ward  shall  be  elected  for  one  year,  and  the- 
other  for  two  years.

fourth  year  thereafter,  the  members  of  the  common  01pcpomm°oTent 
council  shall  be  apportioned  in  the  following  man-  &vento.1,rela' 
ner  : It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  assessor  of  each  ward 
to  return  under  oath  a true  and  exact  return  of  res- 
ident taxables  to  the  president  of  the  common  coun- 
cil, on  or  before  the  first  day  of  July  in  each  year 
wThen  an  apportionment  is  to  be  made ; and  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  councils  thereafter  a joint  com- 
mittee of  five,  two  from  the  select  and  three  from

AN  ACT 

Providing  for  the  appointment  of  inspectors  of  salt  in  the  cities 
of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny,  and  fixing  the  standard  weight 
of  a barrel  of  salt. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylva- 
nia in  General  Assembly  met , and  it  is  hereby  enacted 
by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  the  councils  of  the 
cities  of  Pittsburgh  and  Allegheny  shall  annually 
at  the  time  of  electing  other  city  officers  elect  a com- 
petent citizen  to  be  inspector  of  salt  in  their  respect- 
ive cities,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  inspect,  examine, 
prove,  ascertain  and-  determine  the  quality  as  to 
purity  and  the  contents  by  weight  of  each  barrel, 
bag  or  sack  of  salt  offered  for  sale  in  their  respective 
cities  ; and  upon  such  inspection  shall  brand,  stamp 
or  mark  upon  each  and  every  barrel,  bag  or  sack  of 
^alt  offered  for  sale  in  said  cities,  with  some  suitable 
device  with  his  name,  the  weight  of  the  same,  and 
the  quality  of  the  contents  as  to  its  purity,  to  be  des- 
ignated by  the  figures  number  one,  number  two  or 
number  three,  as  the  case  may  be;  and  where  the 
quality  as  to  purity  shall  be  below  the  standard  for 
number  three,  he  shall  mark  the  same  with  the  word 
“condemned.”

Sec.  2.  That  the  standard  weight  of  a barrel  of 
salt  shall  be  two  hundred  and  eighty  (280)  pounds 
of  salt,  and  the  package  or  barrel  shall  be  of  good 
and  sufficient  material  and  strength  to  contain  the 
same ; and  if  the  package  or  barrel  be  insufficient, 
the  said  inspector  shall  mark  thereon  “condemned,” 
or  if  the  contents  of  the  same  shall  be  less  than  two 
hundred  and  eighty  (280)  pounds  of  salt,  the  said 
inspector  shall  mark  the  contents  thereon  in  figures 
with  the  words  “short  weight,75  in  addition  to  the 
other  marks  required  by  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  inspectors  shall  not  in  any 
way  or  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  be  interested 
in  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  salt;  and  before  they 
shall  take  upon  themselves  to  inspect  or  weigh  any 
salt,  shall  take  and  subscribe  before  the  mayor  of 
the  city  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  in  all 
things  well  and  faithfully,  and  without  partiality, 
execute  the  office  of  inspector  of  salt  agreeably  to 
the  requirements  of  this  act,  according  to  the  best 
of  his  knowledge  and  ability,  and  shall  give  bonds 
with  one  or  more  sureties,  in  the  sum  of  five  thous- 
and dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance 
of  his  duties. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  change, 
alter  or  cause  to  be  changed  or  altered  the  marks, 
stamps  or  brands  made  by  said  inspectors  upon  any 
barrel  or  package  of  salt  after  the  same  has  been  in- 
spected, or  shall  hinder  or  obstruct  the  said  inspect- 
ors in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  imposed  by  this 
act,  shall,  upon  conviction,  forfeit  and  pay  the  sum 
of  fifty  dollars. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  fees  to  be  charged  by  said  in- 
spectors shall  be  five  cents  per  barrel,  bag  or  sack 
inspected  by  them,  to  be  paid  by  the  owner  or  con- 
signee of  the  same ; and  the  salt  so  inspected  and 
branded  may  be  exposed  to  sale  in  any  county,  city 
or  place  within  this  commonwealth  without  being 
subject  to  any  second  or  future  inspection. 

Sec.  6.  The  councils  of  the  cities  of  Pittsburgh 
and  Allegheny  are  hereby  authorized  to  require  the 
said  inspectors  to  give  bonds  and  security  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  their  official  duties,  in  such 
form  and  with  such  penalty  as  they  may  provide, 
and  to  compel  said  inspectors  to  make  annual  re- 
ports of  their  several  inspections,  and  to  impose  a 
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penalty  on  all  persons  who  shall  neglect  or  evade 
the  inspection  of  salt  as  provided  for  by  this  act ; 
and  the  said  councils  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  pass  all  necessary  ordinances  and 
regulations,  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the 
provisions  of  this  act  in  their  respective  cities.

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  purpose  of  providing  suffi- 
cient revenue  to  meet  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the 
city,  and  pay  the  interest  on  the  compromise  bonds 
authorized  by  act  of  assembly,  approved  the  11th  of 
April,  1862,  and  the  ordinances  of  councils,  passed 
in  pursuance  thereof  the  rates  of  taxation  are  hereby 
increased  above  what  is  authorized  b}T  former  acts 
of  assembly,  and  for  the  year  1868  they  shall  be  as 
follows,  viz : 

1.  Upon  all  property  taxable  for  state  or  county 
purposes,  sixteen  mills  upon  the  dollar  of  valuation. 

2.  Upon  all  goods,  wares  and  merchandise,  and 
upon  all  articles  of  trade  and  commerce,  including 
sale  at  auction  and  otherwise,  two  and  one-fourth 
mills  on  the  dollar. 

3.  Upon  the  actual  yearly  sales  of  each  and 
every  person  or  firm  engaged  in  the  trade,  business 
or  occupation  of  retailing  for  his,  her  or  their  ben- 
efit vinous,  fermented  or  distilled  liquors,  ten  mills 
on  the  dollar,  and  on  the  actual  yearly  sales  of  each 
and  every  person  or  firm  engaged  in  the  business 
or  occupation  of  an  auctioneer,  five  mills  on  the  dol- 
lar, excepting  on  the  sales  of  stock,  real  estate  or 
steamboats,  the  rate  of  which  shall  be  two  and  one- 
fourth  mills  on  the  dollar. 

4.  On  the  average  quarterly  business  of  for- 
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warding  and  commission  merchants,  ten  mills  on  the 
dollar ; on  the  averge  quarterly  business  of  brokers, 
banks  and  banking  institutions,  two  mills  on  the 
dollar ; on  the  average  quarterly  receipts  of  insur- 
ance companies,  insurance  agencies,  express  com- 
panies and  telegraph  companies,  five  mills  on  the 
dollar. 

And  at  the  above  rates  the  city  assessor  shall  as- 
sess the  said  taxes. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  rates  of  water  rents  for  1868 
shall  be  the  same  as  for  1867. 

Sec.  4.  All  ordinances  or  parts  of  ordinances,  so 
far  as  the  same  are  inconsistent  herewith,  are  hereby 
repealed.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing  for  the  appointment  and  regulation  of  the  Police 
force  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  May- 
or, Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Pittsburgh , in  Select  and 
Common  Councils  assembled , and  it  is  hereby  ordained 
a,nd  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  here- 
after the  police  force  of  the  city  shall  consist  of  not 
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more  than  one  hundred  men,  one  of  whom  shall  he 
designated  as  chief  of  police,  one  as  captain,  and  not 
more  than  eight  as  lieutenants.  The  number  to  be 
employed  to  be  fixed  from  time  to  time  by  the  po- 
lice committee.  There  shall  be  no  distinction  be- 
tween day  and  night  police,  but  the  whole  force 
shall  be  subject  to  the  control  of  the  mayor,  and  be 
detailed  for  duty  as  he  may  direct. 

Sec.  2.  The  mayor  shall,  at  the  first  regular 
SJsfKuaii-  meeting  of  the  police  committee  after  his  introduc- 
ed.votersof  ti°n  int°  office,  nominate  to  said  committee  such 
persons  as  he  may  desire  to  appoint  upon  said  force, 
and  if  any  person  so  nominated  be  rejected  by  said 
committee,  he  shall  make  new  nominations  until 
the  requisite  number  shall  have  been  confirmed. 
No  one  shall  be  appointed  as  a member  of  said 
force  unless  he  be  a qualified  voter  of  the  city  of 
Pittsburgh, 

Sec.  3 The  mayor  shall  have  power,  in  cases 
special  police.  emergency,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  police 
committee,  to  appoint  special  policemen,  but  in 
such  cases  he  shall  report  to  councils,  at  their  first 
meeting,  the  necessity  for  and  the  expenditure  made 
on  account  of  said  increase. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor  may  suspend  from  pay  and 
Send1© Jdis-  duty  any  member  of  the  police  force  for  any  speci- 
ber of poi^em' fied  time  not  exceeding  ten  days,  and  may  dismiss 
force’  any  member  from  said  force,  but  in  case  of  dismissal 

he  shall  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  police  committee 
report  the  facts  to  said  committee,  and  nominate  a 
suitable  person  to  supply  the  vacancy,  who  may  be 
rejected  as  in  case  of  original  appointment. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  pre- 
pa^ruief.Tc,  pare  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the 
police  force  and  prescribe  their  duties,  which,  when 
approved  by  the  police  committee,  shall  be  binding 
upon  all  the  members  of  said  force. 

Sec.  6.  The  salary  of  the  chief  of  police  shall  be 
Salaries.  $1,500  per  annum  ; the  pay  of  the  captain  $2,35  per 
day;  of  each  of  the  lieutenants  $2.25  per  day,  and 
of  each  of  the  policemen  $2.00  per  day  : Provided, 
That  none  of  said  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  pay 
for  any  time  they  may  be  absent  from  duty,  unless 
such  absence  be  by  disability  arising  from  injuries 
received  in  the  service.

AN  ORDINANCE 

To  divide  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  into  districts  for  the  regulation 
and  care  of  streets. 

Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  May- 
or, Aldermen  and  Citizens  of  Pittsburgh,  in  Select  and 
Common  Councils  assembled , and.  it  is  hereby  ordained 
und  enacted  by  the  authority  of  the  same , That  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh  be  and  is  hereby  divided  into  four 
districts,  for  street  purposes,  as  follows : 

First — To  embrace  the  same  territory  which  com- 
posed the  first  district  as  heretofore  established. 

Second — To  embrace  the  same  territory  which 
composed  the  second  district  as  heretofore  estab- 
lished. 

Third— To  embrace  all  territory  within  the  fol- 
lowing boundaries,  viz:  Commencing  on  the  Alle- 
gheny river  at  Taylor  street,  thence  along  and  em- 
bracing Taylor  street  to  the  Pennsylvania  railroad, 
thence  along  the  north  side  of  said  railroad  to 
Millvale  station,  thence  in  a northwardly  direction 
to  Maine  street;  thence  along  Maine  street  west- 
wardly  to  the  intersection  of  Pearl  street,  thence 
north  to  the  Morningside  road  northwardly  to  the 
Sharpsburg  bridge,  and  thence  along  the  Allegheny 
river  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

Fourth — To  be  composed  of  so  much  of  the  city  as 
is  not  embraced  within  the  First,  Second  and  Third 
districts. 

Sec.  2.  The  First,  Second  and  Third  districts  shall 
be  under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  street 
committee  of  councils,  and  the  expenses  of  said  dis- 
trict shall  be  paid  from  appropriation  No.  7. 

District  No.  4 shall  be  under  the  control  and  su- 
pervision of  the  committee  on  roads,  which  shall 
consist  of  one  member  from  each  of  those  portions 
of  the  townships  of  Collins,  Peebles,  Liberty,  Oak- 
land and  Pitt,  embraced  in  said  district,  and  said 
committee  shall  have  the  control  and  disbursement 
of  appropriation  No.  22. 
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Sec.  3.  The  street  commissioners  elected  for  the 
First  and  Second  districts  shall  serve  in  the  districts 
for  which  they  were  respectively  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  street  committee  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  a commissioner  for 
district  No.  Three,  to  serve  until  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary, 1869,  who  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be 
fixed  by  said  committee,  to  be  paid  from  appropria- 
tion No.  7. 

Sec.  5.  The  committee  on  roads  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  commis- 
sioners, as  they  may  deem  necessary,  for  district  No. 
Four,  to  serve  until  the  first  day  of  February,  1869, 
and  to  receive  such  salary  as  said  committee  may 
fix,  to  be  paid  from  appropriation  No.  22;  and  the 
salaries  recommended  and  the  number  of  commis- 
sioners referred  in  this  and  the  fourth  section  to  be 
reported  to  and  approved  by  councils. 

Sec.  6^  That  any  ordinance  or  part  of  ordinance 
conflicting  with  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  at  the 
present  time,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed  so 
far  as  the  same  affects  this  ordinance.

AN  ORDINANCE 

Providing;  for  the  inspection  of  meats  and  other  articles  of  food 
within  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  and  prohibiting  the  exposure 
or  sale  of  articles  dangerous  to  the  public  health. 
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Section  1.  Be  it  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  City  of 
Pittsburgh , in  Select  and  Common  Councils  assembled , 
and  it  is  hereby  ordained  and  enacted  by  the  authority 
of  the  same , That  it  shall  be  unlawful  to  sell,  expose 
or  offer  for  sale  within  the  city  of  Pittsburgh,  for 
food,  any  cattle,  sheep,  swine  or  other  animals,  or 
the  flesh  thereof,  or  any  other  article,  thing  or  mer- 
chandise, which  by  reason  of  any  injury,,  defect, 
disease,  taint  or  adulteration,  is  unfit  or  unwhole- 
some for  food,  or  dangerous  to  the  public  health, 
and  the  exposure  of  the  same  at  any  market,  store 
room  or  place  where  articles  of  food  are  sold,  shall

be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  violation  of  the  pro- 
visions of  this  ordinance. 

Sec.  2.  If  any  person  shall  sell,  expose  or  offer 
for  sale  for  food  any  article,  thing  or  merchandise  Penalty> 
contrary  to  the  provisions  of  the  first  section  of 
the  ordinance,  such  person  shall  be  arrested  and 
brought  before  the  mayor  of  said  city,  and  if  upon 
hearing  the  mayor  shall  adjudge  such  person  to  be 
guilty  of  said  offense,  he  shall  impose  upon  such 
offender  a fine  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars,  and  shall  adjudge  the  property  so  un- 
lawfully exposed  for  sale  to  be  forfeited  to  the  city 
of  Pittsburgh,  and  to  be  sold  or  otherwise  disposed 
of  by  the  inspector  of  meats. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  councils 
after  the  passage  and  publication  of  this  ordinance  inspector 
and  annually  thereafter,  at  the  time  when  other  city  meat8‘ 
officers  are  elected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  city 
councils,  in  joint  session,  to  elect  a suitable  person 
as  inspector  of  meats.

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CONTROLLER’S  REPORT. 


To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils , City  of  Pittsburgh : 

City  Controller’s  Office, 
Pittsburgh , January  30,  1869. 

Gentlemen  : — Herewith  you  will  receive  the  reports  of  the 
revenue  collectors  of  the  various  departments,  showing  the 
amount  of  revenue  paid  into  the  city  treasury ; the  Controller’s 
statement  of  the  condition  of  the  appropriations;  a statement 
of  the  railroad  bonds,  compromised  and  exchanged,  and  the 
amount  of  municipal  bonds  paid  and  retired  during  the  year, 
and  the  treasurer’s  report,  showing  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments during  the  fiscal  year  ending  January  31, 1869,  and  the 
balance  on  hand. 

Treasury. — Amount  in  treasury  Feb.  1,  1868,  $230,300.70. 
The  whole  amount  of  revenue  by  him  received,  $669,601.61, 
and  the  total  receipts  $919,601.61,  embracing  the  water  exten- 
sion loan.  The  revenue  exceeds  the  estimates  by  $41,311.61. 
The  disbursements  amount  to  $870,882.15,  showing  a balance  of 
$279,020.31.  The  receipts  will  be  light  until  the  first  of  June, 
and  this  large  balance  will  be  very  materially  reduced  between 
this  time  and  the  1st  of  April,  so  that  in  taking  out  the  balance 
in  Appropriation  No.  1,  $94,654.76,  which  cannot  be  diverted 
from  the  payment  of  interest  and  the  compromising  of  the 
railroad  bonds  now  outstanding,  there  will  not  be  too  much 
money  on  hand  to  work  the  city  finances  with  ease  and  make 
her  credit  equal  to  any  emergency. 

Diamond  Markets — Falls  short  of  the  estimate  by  $673.48. 

Monongahela  Wharf — Exceeds  the  estimate  by  $273.35,  while 
the  Allegheny  falls  behind  $1,449.94,  so  that  the  net  proceeds, 
after  paying  the  salary  of  the  wharfmaster,  and  ordinary  ex- 
penses, will  hardly  exceed  $200.00.  If  the  revenue  fails  to 
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improve  it,  it  will  be  time  to  consider  the  propriety  of  renting 
to  private  individuals,  so  that  so  valuable  a franchise  will  yield 
reasonable  returns  to  the  city. 

City  Gauger — Falls  short  $3,284.67,  and  only  pays  the  pitiful 
sum  of  $1,715.33  ; considering  that  over  one  million  barrels  of 
oil  are  brought  to  the  city  annually,  there  appears  to  be  a 
leakage  somewhere  so  far  as  revenue  to  the  city  is  concerned. 

Salt  Inspector , — Although  estimated,  does  not  appear  as 
yielding  anything,  and  it  would  be  as  well  to  abolish  the  office 
and  prevent  its  appearing  hereafter. 

Bark  Measurer , — Although  he  pays  nothing  in,  admits  the 
collection  of  between  two  and  three  hundred  dollars,  out  of 
which  the  city  is  entitled  to  say  $50  or  $60.  This  he  declines 
to  pay  over,  from  the  fact  that  the  amount  he  made  did  not 
justify  him  in  measuring.  The  office  should  be  abolished. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  such  small  abuses,  so  that  they 
may  be  corrected,  and  people  not  be  taxed  through  the  agency 
of  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  private  individuals. 

Municipal  Bonds. — Bonds  amounting  to  $47,500  have  been 
paid  off  from  the  municipal  sinking  fund  during  the  year, 
leaving  outstanding,  $699,300. 

Bailroad  Bonds  Compromised. — Thirty  thousand  dollars  of 
these  bonds  were  compromised  during  the  year,  and  the  ac- 
companying table  gives  in  detail  a full  statement. 

Water  Extension  Loan — $250,000.00  of  water  extension  loan 
7 per  cent,  bonds  were  sold  at  par  during  the  year. 

Commissioner’s  Sinking  Fund. — Amount  now  in  the  fund, 
$142,040,  consisting  of  118  5 per  cent,  bonds  of  $1,000  each, 
24  4 per  cent,  bonds  of  $1,000  each,  and  cash,  $40. 

Hailman  Bequest. — Amount,  $12,000.  The  interest  of  this 
sum  is  to  be  applied  in  the  winter  of  each  year  for  the  relief 
of  the  poor  and  destitute. 

Commission  for  the  erection  oj  a City  Hall. — The  amount  paid 


is  as  follows,  viz  :

Conclusion. — Having  thus  called  your  attention  to  a few  lead- 
ing items,  and  presented  full  and  accurate  statements  in  detail 
of  the  finances  of  the  departments,  you  will  be  enabled  to  form 
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a correct  judgment  as  to  the  resources  and  outlays  necessary 
to  cariy  on  the  city  government,  and  the  workings  of  the  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  extinguishment  of  her  debt.  Considering  the 
city  has  largely  increased  her  boundaries  and  sphere  of  use- 
fulness, and  carried  on  much  more  extensive  operations  than 
heretofore,  the  year  just  ended  may  be  considered  most  pros- 
perous. 

Her  financial  affairs  are  in  such  fortunate  condition  that  she 
is  fortified  in  every  direction  by  the  money  on  hand,  the  com- 
missioners’ sinking  fund,  and  the  three  mill  interest  sinking 
fund,  so  that  her  exhibit  is  better  than  it  has  been  since  the  un- 
fortunate heresy  of  repudiation  seized  the  public  mind  that 
proved  so  disastrous  to  city  interests,  and  nothing  but  a reck- 
less course  of  extravagance  or  mismanagement  can  prevent  her 
from  successfully  overcoming  all  financial  embarrassments.

To  the  Market  Committee : 

In  making  my  report,  I again  call  your  attention  to  the 
necessity  of  another  market  house,  in  some  suitable  place,  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  producer  as  well  as  the  consumer. 
Producers  are  turned  away  for  the  want  of  room.  Another 
market  house,  farther  out  in  the  city,  would  certainly  be  of 
great  benefit  to  all.  The  butchers  that  now  occupy  shops 
would  go  to  it,  and  the  farmer  that,  under  existing  circum- 
stances, is  compelled  to  peddle  his  produce  through  the 
streets,  would  go  to  it.  They  will  be  accommodated— so  will 
the  citizens.  Your  meat  and  vegetables  will  be  cheaper,  and 
the  city  will  increase  in  revenue.  The  amount  of  fresh  meat 
alone,  sold  in  this  market  in  one  year,  is  about  ten  million 
pounds.  From  this  the  city  derives  a revenue  of  about  twelve 
thousand  dollars.  Below  will  be  found  my  report  of  the 
amount  collected.

For  the  year  ending  December  81,  1866. 

To  the  Select  and  Common  Councils  of  the  city  of  Pittsburgh : 

Gentlemen  : — The  approach  of  the 
new  year  brings  with  it  the  duties  of  an  annual  report  from 
your  committee  on  streets,  setting  forth  their  operations  dur- 
ing the  year  now  closing,  and  in  our  report  we  would  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  great  and  rapidly 
increasing  amount  of  street  improvement  going  on  in  our  city. 
Tho  items  of  grading,  paving  and  curbing  new  streets  has  in- 
creased in  an  unprecedented  ratio  during  the  past  two  years, 
which  has  consequently  imposed  a great  amount  of  work  on 
your  committee,  and  in  all  cases  claiming  their  attention  they 
have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  their  ability  to  act  in  a fair  and 
impartial  manner,  looking  to  the  future  welfare  of  our  city, 
yet  guarding  with  a jealous  eye  the  interests  of  its  citizens. 
The  year  now  closing  has  been  one  of  unusual  activity  in  this 
branch  of  city  improvement,  as  the  following  exhibit  of  work 
done  during  the  past  four  years  will  show,  viz  5

It  will  be  seen  by  inspecting  the  above  statement  that  the 
amount  of  street  improvement  this  year  is  over  two  and  one- 
fourth  times  that  of  1865,  and  nearly  four  times  that  of  1866. 

This  great  increase  of  work  has  necessarily  added  largely 
to  the  duties  of  our  city  engineer  and  street  commissioners, 
and  it  affords  us  great  pleasure  to  say  that  these  officers  have 
discharged  their  duties  fearlessly  and  conscientiously  to  the 
best  interests  of  all  parties,  and  we  would  suggest  that  the 
term  of  office  for  these  officers  be  extended,  instead  of  electing 
them  annually.  We  think  a short  term  of  one  year  does  not 
work  advantageously  to  the  interests  of  the  city,  and  would 
therefore  recommend  that  the  city  engineer  be  elected  for  a 
period  of  three  years,  and  the  street  commissioners  for  a period 
of  two  years. 

We  would  also  add  a word  in  commendation  of  our  city 
contractors,  who,  in  our  opinion,  have  done  their  best  to  ren- 
der satisfaction  to  all  parties,  and  who  have,  with  few  excep- 
tions, cheerfully  complied  with  directions  from  your  committee 
and  the  officers  of  the  city. 
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We  have  several  matters  before  us  upon  which  we  propose 
to  ask  for  changes  and  suggest  improvements,  but  think  the 
better  time  would  be  upon  the  assembling  of  the  next  coun- 
cils.

George  Cassidy  vs.  The  City, No.  418,  July  T.,  1866 

William  Finch,  do  . do  574,  Nov.  T.,  1867

The  City  vs.  The  Penn’a  R.  R.  Co., do  174,  M’cli  T.,  1867 


The  case  of  Cassidy  was  a suit  for  bounty  under  the  Act  of 
Assembly  of  May  1,  1866,  and  though  it  was  only  for  the  sum 
of  $300,  it  was  a very  important  case,  as  it  was  intended  to  test 
the  validity  of  the  Act  of  Assembly,  and  the  liability  of  the 
~*,ity  under  it  amounts  to  over  $100,000  00.  It  was  argued 
before  the  Supreme  Court  in  Philadelphia,  January  15,  1868, 
and  subsequently  judgment  was  given  in  favor  of  the  city. 
The  City  is  thereby  relieved  from  all  liability  under  that  Act. 

The  cases  of-  Gallaher  and  Gohan  were  of  the  same  charac- 
ter, and  are  determined  by  the  decision  in  Cassidy’s  case. 

The  case  of  Finch  vs.  The  City  was  tried  in  the  District 
Court  during  last  Spring.  The  claim  was  for  balance  of  the 
contract  price  for  work  done  in  grading  and  paving  Smith 
Street  in  1865.  The  defence  made  by  the  City  was  that  the 
Regulator  estimated  more  than  the  amount  of  grading  actually 
done  and  that  the  work  was  not  done  in  accordance  with  the 
contract.  The  jury  found  against  the  City  the  sum  of  $4,108  34. 

The  Finance  Committee,  under  authority  from  Councils, 
have  authorized  the  Treasurer  to  receive  from  the  parties 
assured  the  amount  of  the  original  assessments,  without  in- 
terest, in  full  of  claims  against  them,  which  will  amount  alone 
to  $3,200  00,  The  balance  of  the  judgment  must  be  paid  by 
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the  City.  The  other  cases  mentioned  have  not  yet  been  tried. 

During  the  year  a suit  was  brought  against  the  City  by 
Hageman  & Snyder,  for  a balance  claimed  to  be  due  for  coal 
furnished  to  the  Water  Works.  It  is  alleged  that  the  amount 
charged  was  not  delivered  by  the  plaintiffs,  and  that  the  de- 
ficiency is  more  than  the  balance  claimed  by  them.  The  case 
will  not  be  tried  before  spring. 

In  the  year  1852  Councils  surrendered  to  the  Pemra  R.  R. 
Co.  8th  Street  and  Plum  Alley,  lor  the  distance  of  100  feet 
westwardly  from  Grant  Street,  upon  certain  conditions  con- 
tained in  an  ordinance,  passed  Sept.  27,  1852 ; one  of  which 
was  that  the  said  Company  should  remove  the  buildings  and 
surrender  to  the  city  control  of  the  triangular  lot,  bounded  by 
8th,  Grant  and  Liberty  Streets.  During  this  year  the  Com- 
pany took  possession  of  the  lot  and  assumed  entire  control 
of  it  by  fencing  it  in  and  using  it  as  a metal  yard.  Under  the 
direction  of  the  Committee  on  city  property,  I filed  a bill  in 
equity  against  the  Company  to  restrain  them  from  so  using  it, 
and  also  to  restrain  them  from  the  use  of  8th  Street  and  Plum 
Alley,  on  the  ground  that  they  have  violated  all  the  conditions 
upon  which  they  were  vacated.  The  Company  claim  that  the 
Councils  had  no  power  to  impose  conditions,  and  having  con- 
sented to  the  vacation,  the  conditions  are  void,  and  they  have 
the  right  to  use  the  property  as  they  please.  I think  the 
Company  is  bound  by  the  conditions  imposed,  and  will  have 
the  question  determined  as  soon  as  practicable. 

All  the  judgments  recovered  in  suits  brought  upon  coupons 
of  Rail  Road  bonds  during  the  year  1867,  except  that  of  James 
J.  Morgan,  have  been  paid.  The  Finance  Committee  have 
arranged  for  the  settlement  of  the  judgment  of  Morgan,  and 
a compromise  of  the  bond  held  by  him.  During  the  year 
suits  have  been  brought  upon  coupons  by  the  following  named 
parties  :

All  the  cases  except  that  of  Moran  were  tried  and  judgment 
entered  against  the  city  for  the  amounts  mentioned  above. 
The  case  of  Moran  was  brought  upon  coupons  of  bonds  which 
appeared  to  have  been  in  the  possession  of  Oclucks  & Co.  Suit 
having  been  brought  by  them  on  coupons  of  the  same  bonds 
in  1861  and  1862.  In  settling  the  cases  brought  by  them, 
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Oclucks  & Co.  agreeffto  compromise  the  bonds  also.  Believing 
that  Moran  is  bound  by  this  agreement,  I made  this  defence 
to  his  suit  The  case  was  continued  at  the  instance  of  the 
Plaintiff’s  attorney,  and  will  not  be  tried  until  May  next. 

The  Commonwealth  vs.  W.  W.  Wallace,  in  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  was  a prosecution  for  maintaining  a public 
nuisance  in  Cherry  Alley,  by  keeping  thereon  marble  and 
other  material  connected  with  his  manufactory.  He  entered 
a plea  of  guilty  and  was  sentenced  to  pay  the  costs  and  abate 
the  nuisance.  Another  prosecution  has  since  been  com- 
menced against  him  for  the  same  offence. 

. The  Commonwealth  vs.  Wm.  Smith,  also  in  the  Court  of 
Quarter  Sessions,  was  a prosecution  for  maintaining  a public 
nuisance  on  Spruce  Alley,  which  consisted  in  buildings  erected 
thereon  in  connection  with  his  foundry.  The  case  was  tried 
and  the  defence  claimed  that  the  alley  had  been  vacated^  A 
special  verdict  was  taken  subject  to  the  opinion  of  the  court, 
upon  the  legal  question  raised,  viz  : — Whether  the  consent  of 
councils  had  been  given  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Assembly. 
The  Court  subsequently  decided  against  the  defendant  and 
sentenced  him  to  abate  the  nuisance,  but  before  the  time 
allowed  by  the  Court  had  expired  Councils  passed  are  solution 
giving  them  assent  to  the  vacation,  and  no  further  proceeding 
have  since  been  had  in  the  matter. 

There  has  been  a number  of  suits  brought  by  several  of  the 
City  Officers  against  persons  for  violation  of  City  Ordinances, 
but  as  none  of  them  are  of  importance  or  matter  of  public 
interest,  I do  not  deem  it  necessary  to  mention  them  specially. 
A large  number  of  suits  have  been  brought  for  the  collection 
of  claims  for  grading  and  paving  assessment,  and  assessments 
for  opening  streets.  The  great  majority  of  these  claims  have 
been  settled,  and  I need  only  mention  those  which  are  con- 
tested, The  case  of  the  City  vs.  Zug,  which  was  pending  at 
the  time  of  my  last  report  has  been  tried.  The  claim  was  for 
grading  and  paving  Walnut  Street.  The  defence  alleged  that 
the  work  was  not  done  in  accordance  with  the  Ordinance  of 
the  City,  and  was  very  imperfect.  The  jury  found  in  favor  of 
the  City  for  the  full  amount  of  the  claim,  which  has  since  been 
paid  by  Mr.  Zug. 

The  case  of  the  City  vs.  Faas  for  paving  a side-walk  upon 
Henry  street,  was  compromised  under  the  direction  of  Councils. 
There  was  an  old  claim  against  Mr.  Faas  for  paving  the  same 
sidewalk  in  1865.  He  alleged  that  the  second  paving  was 
made  necessary  by  the  neglect  of  the  Street  Commissioner 
to  repair  the  street,  and  it  was,  thought  just  to  exonerate  him

from  the  payment  of  the  last  claim  if  he  paid  the  first.  This 
he  did  and  the  last  suit  was  discontinued. 

The  only  cases  brought  during  the  year,  in  which  defence 
has  been  made,  are  the  cases  of  Wm.  Devore  and  Wm.  Ward, 
for  the  construction  of  a sewer  in  Virgin  Alley,  in  which  they 
made  defence  that  their  property  is  not  benefited.  William 
Ward  for  sidewalk  on  Logan  Street,  and  James  Harrison  for 
sidewalk  on  Webster  street,  in  which  they  allege  that  the  con- 
tract was  not  made  according  to  law,  and  that  they  were 
charged  more  than  the  cost  of  the  work.  Samuel  M.  Kier  for 
grading  and  paving  Second  street,  on  the  ground  that  he  is 
improperly  charged  with  grading  and  paving  the  sidewalk  on 
the  opposite  side  of  the  street  from  his  property,  the  same 
having  been  paved  with  cobble  stone  as  part  of  the  cart-way. 
The  Penn 5 a K.  K.  Co.  for  grading  and  paving  Liberty  street, 
in  which  case  they  raise  the  question  that  the  Company  is  not 
liable  to  assessment  upon  property  used  for  depots,  &c. 

Hone  of  the  above  mentioned  cases  have  been  decided. 

In  addition  to  the  liens  filed  for  grading  and  paving  and 
street  opening  claims,  I have  brought  suit  upon  claims  for 
grading  and  paving  in  the  Borough  of  Lawrenceville,  before 
its  consolidation  with  the  City.  The  claims  were  placed  in 
the  hands  of  the  City  Treasurer  immediately  after  consolida- 
tion, and  were  a short  time  since  given  to  me  for  collection. 
I know  of  no  defence  to  any  of  them  except  one  against  Thos. 
Howard,  Esq.,  which  he  states  to  be  for  the  making  of  a 
water  table  on  the  Greensburgh  and  Pittsburgh  Pike,  and 
claims  is  not  the  proper  subject  of  assessment.

Bedford  Street  and  Sliingiss  Street  were  opened  during  the 
year  1867,  and  the  amount  collected  on  those  streets  were  for 
some  small  assessments  which  had  not  been  paid  but  were 
advanced  by  me  to  prevent  delay. 

Webster  street  was  widened  between  High  and  Tunnell, 
by  the  removal  of  a house  which  extended  into  the  sidewalk. 

Gibbon  Street  was  also  widened  by  the  removal  of  a house 
at  the  corner  of  Magee  street.  All  this  matter  had  been  de- 
layed for  a long  time  by  exceptions  tiled  by  parties  interested 
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and  which  were  pending  at  the  time  of  my  last  report.  At 
the  same  time  Wylie  and  Duncan  and  Webster  and  Roberts 
Streets  were  pending  in  court  upon  exception.  In  each  of 
these  cases  a large  amount  of  testimony  was  taken  and  the 
questions  were  finally  disposed  of  in  May  last.  Nearly  the 
whole  amount  of  assessment  has  been  collected  and  I have 
paid  out  the  money  to  the  parties  entitled  to  it,  commencing 
in  each  case  at  the  lower  end  of  the  street.  These  streets  will 
be  ready  for  opening  as  soon  as  the  weather  will  permit  the 
improvements  to  be  made.  In  the  case  of  Hatfield  exceptions 
were  filed  by  Mr.  Duff,  and  in  the  case  of  Diamond  Street  ex- 
ceptions were  filed  by  A.  G-.  Cubbage.  Testimony  has  been 
taken  on  both  sides  in  these  cases,  but  they  have  not  yet  been 
returned  to  court.  In  the  case  of  Forbes  Street  proceedings 
are  still  pending  the  evidence  not  being  yet  closed. 

Roberts  Street  has  lately  been  placed  in  my  hand.  There 
is  still  about  $400  to  collect  on  it,  which  will  be  collected  in 
time  to  open  the  street  before  Spring. 

Larimer  Avenue  has  also  been  located  and  - the  assessment 
made.  The  time  allowed  for  payment  has  not  yet  expired 
and  no  collection  have  been  made  on  account  of  it.  It  will 
undoubtedly  be  ready  to  open  before  any  work  can  be  done 
on  it. 

A very  large  proportion  of  the  money  collected  by  me  was- 
paid  by  the  parties  before  suit  and  without  any  expense  to 
them.  I endeavor  to  give  notice  to  all  parties  before  bringing 
suit,  but  I am  not  authorized  to  employ  any  person  for  that 
purpose.  I will  submit  to  the  committee  on  digest  an  ordi- 
nance authorizing  personal  notice  to  be  given  to  parties 
assessed  whenever  practicable.  An  ordinance  was  passed 
authorizing  the  Treasurer  to  give  such  notice  of  claims  for 
grading  and  paving  streets  which  has  tended  well. 

Before  the  consolidation  of  Lawrenceville  with  the  City, 
suit  was  brought  by  A.  J.  Marks,  at  No.  382  Nov.  T.,  1867, 
upon  a bounty  certificate  given  by  the  Borough.  The  case 
was  tried  in  April  last  and  judgment  entered  against  the 
Borough  for  the  sum  of  $366,  being  the  sum  of  $300  with  in- 
terest from  the  date  of  the  certificate.  This  amount  was  in- 
cluded by  the  commissioners  in  the  separate  debt  of  Lawrence- 
ville. By  the  Act  of  April  6,  1867,  known  as  the  Consolida- 
tion Act,  it  was  provided  that  Commissioners  should  be 
appointed  by  the  District  Court  to  ascertain  the  separate 
indebtedness  of  the  several  corporations  included  within  the 
city  or  consolidated.  Under  instructions  from  the  Finance 
Committee  I presented  a petition  at  No.  105  April  T.,  1868, 
and  the  Court  appointed  D.  N\  White,  Alex.  Gordon  and  John 
21 
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Walker,  jr..  Esq.,  commissioners  for  that  purpose,  who  made 
report  of  the  proceedings,  which  was  duly  approved,  August 
8,  1868.  An  Ordinance  has  since  been  passed  by  Councils 
assuming  the  liabilities  of  the  several  corporations,  as  ascer- 
tained and  fixed  by  said  commissioners,  and  taking  control  of 
all  the  property  belonging  to  them. 

William  Wade,  Wm.  Dil  worth,  jr.,  and  Thomas  M.  Howe, 
were  appointed  by  the  same  Act  as  appraisers,  to  value  all 
roads  and  bridges  within  the  limits  of  the  City,  which  claimed 
the  right  to  take  tolls.  Mr.  Howe  declined  to  act  and  Alex. 
Gordon,  Esq.,  was  appointed  in  his  place  by  the  District  Court 
as  provided  in  said  Act.  They  performed  the  duty  required 
of  them,  and  made  a report  of  their  proceedings  to  Councils, 
which  was  accepted  and  filed.  By  resolution  of  Sept.  30th, 
1868,  the  Finance  Committee  was  directed  to  negotiate  with 
the  several  road -companies  for  a relinquishment  of  their  rights. 
An  agreement  was  made  with  the  Greensburgh  & Pittsburgh 
Turnpike  Company,  to  transfer  the  road  within  the  city  limits 
to  the  city,  and  for  the  sum  of  $5000,  payable  August  1, 1869. 
The  agreement  has  been  signed  and  the  toll  gate  thrown  open 
in  accordance  with  the  contract.
